and strike down h is action. 
Pressing for speed, Justice De­ 
partment lawy ers made plain th eir 
¡h ope was to see th at th e death 
sentences were carried out, if pos­ 
sible, at tomorrow nigh t’s 9 p.m. 
(CST) appointed h our. 
An ex traordinary nigh t session 
of th e h igh tribunal seemed pos­ 
sibly to consider wh at Attorney 
General Brownell called Douglas’ 
“unprecedented action.” 
Demand Impeachment 
In Congress, th ere was a demand 
for Douglas’s removal from th e 
supreme bench . 
Rep. Wh eeler, (D-Ga.), told th e 
House h e would introduce an im­ 
peach ment resolution — a state­ 
ment th at brough t ch eers and ap­ 
plause. 
Douglas, after a full day of 
study , granted a stay of ex ecution 
pending court decisions on wh eth ­ 
er th e h usband-and-wife team of 
atom spies were tried under th e 
righ t law. 
Th ey were accused of stealing 
atomic secrets and passing th em 
to th e Russians, and were tried 
under a 19 17 law dealing with es­ 
pionage. 
Two lawy ers wh o h ad not even 
been retained by th e Rosenbergs 
argued to Douglas, h owever, th at 
th is law h ad been superseded by 
th e 1946 Atomic Secrets Act—a 
special law covering all atomic 
matters, including atomic spy ing. 
Th is law auth orizes th e death pen­ 
alty after it is recommended by 
th at jury after proof th at th e vio­ 
lation was with intent to injure 
th e United States. 
Douglas did not rule as to 
wh eth er th e self-appointed defense 
attorney s were correct in th is ar­ 
gument. 
But h e declared th at th e point 
of contention was of enough sub­ 
stance th at it sh ould be passed 
upon by th e courts. 
He th us issued a stay ol ex e­ 
cution wh ich runs indefinitely , or 
until courts rule on th is point. 
In a statement accompany ing h is 
decision, Douglas said ‘‘Alth ough 
I h ave th e power to grant a stay , 
I could not do so responsibly on 
grounds th e court h as already re­ 
jected.” 
Th is . 
as a reference to th e 
court’s l -4 decision Monday turn­ 
ing down an appeal by th e Rosen­ 
bergs on th e ground th ey were 
unfairly convicted. Douglas voted 
with th e minority th en. 
Douglas’ 11th h our stay put off

—if it is to be carried out. 
Th e Supreme Court justice is­ 
sued an eigh t-page printed state­ 
ment say ing h e would not issue

Just wh at makes Malden Air 
Base tick, and wh y was ex plained 
in some detail by J. W. Pool, of 
Dex ter, assistant director of fly ing 
at th e base, to th e Kiwanis Club 
in its regular weekly dinner meet­ 
ing at th e Rustic Rock last nigh t. 
In h is talk Pool ex plained, first, 
th e 'base is operated as th e Ander­ 
son Air Activity , a civilian organi­ 
zation th at h as a contract for train­ 
ing pilots for th e United States 
Air Force, Just ex actly th e same 
way as th e government buy s its 
planes from civilian manufactures 
so it buy s training of its pilots 
from a civilian sch ool. 
E. Merrett Anderson, of Milwau­ 
kee, is th e h ead of th e activity and 
and h is first contract with th e gov­ 
ernment was th e training of glider 
pilots in 1942 wh o, later, took part 
in th e invasion of Europe. Later 
h e operated a sch ool at McBride, 
Mo., similar to th e Parks sch ool 
th at was operated h ere. 
Th e reasons for th e air .force 
using civilian training, h e said, 
were: 
First, economy . Pilots can be 
trained in th ese civilian sch ools 
at less th an h alf th e training dol­ 
lar it would cost to train th em in 
th e Army . And with th e govern­ 
ment economy minded th is is a 
big factor. Economy , said Pool, is 
as big a weapon as any troops we 
could put in th e field because th e 
Communists h ave repeatedly de­ 
clared “We will force th e United 
States to spend itself to destruc­ 
tion” and every dollar th at can 
be saved in training is anoth er 
weapon against th e Reds. 
Second, safety is a big factor. 
It is a proven fact, said Pool, civil­ 
ian pilots are safer th an army 
pilots in training work. Th ey h ave 
set at Malden, h e said, terrific 


records of safety . Th ere were no 
fatalites at th e base from Sept. 
1951 to Feb. 1953. He asked th e 
clubmen to imagine 8 00 pilots, 
fly ing 16 million miles at 135 miles 
per h our v ith out a fatality . All 
th e students at Malden are trained 
with th e safety idea uppermost. 
Only about h alf th e original air 
base at Malden h as been re-acti­ 
vated, h e said, because Anderson 
h ad found th at was all th at was 
needed. About 8 00 persons are em­ 
ploy ed th ere and as far as possible 
local people are used and are 
trained on th e job. Preference is 
given to veterans wh ere possible. 
Included in th e .group are some 35 
from Sikeston. h o said. Th e' base 
h as a month ly pay roll of around 
$300,000. for th e employ ees alone, 
not including th e pay of th e stu­ 
dents. 
About 
$3,000,000.00 
was 
spent tor supplies th e first y ear 
of its operation but th is is gradu­ 
ally being reduced as th e Air 
Forces ch annels supplies in. Th e 
base does not belong to Anderson 
Every th ing belongs to th e Air­ 
force even down to th e pencils 
used by th e clerks. Th e only mili­ 
tary personnel, h e went on. are 
some 70 officers and men including 
a fligh t surgeon and military pilots.

Sov iet troops and Communist 
police were unable to stop the 
marching workers mov ing on the 
regime’s headquarters and shortly 
before noon the downtown area 
was clogged with 50,000 rioters 
demanding the Russians leav e, the 
Communists go with them, and all 
Germany be united by free, secret 
elections. 
The entire Russian sector of the 
city was paraly zed. One demon­ 
strator was run ov er and killed by 
a Sov iet armored car, one of a 
conv oy of a half dozen which pa- 
troled with two tanks and sev eral 
troop carriers. 
Gunfire Was Heard 
Gunfire was heard for the first 
time just before noon, a few shots 
in the v icinity of Alex anderplatz 
that sounded like carbines. TTiere 
was an unconfirmed report also 
that two rioters were killed. 
The march on gov ernment head­ 
quarters started with 10,000 work­ 
ers,- -swelled to 30,000 by mid- 
morning, and then the nearby Sov ­ 
iet zone joined the fray . Fifteen 
thousand came from Oranienburg. 
Three thousand showed up from 
the Hehrtlgsdorf steel works. 
None knew where it would end 
or hQ'V- The Red regime barri­ 
caded itself behind steel bars and 
Sov iet and German Communist 
troops. Violence erupted at a ha lf- 
dozen points. 
As the thunder of rebellion 
crackled ov er Berlin, there were 
reports that the Russians were 
speeding t r o o p reinforcements 
from posts outside the city .

Restaurant Grading 
Law is Termed 
Protection Measure 
In view of the fact of grading 
ordinance for restaurants in Sik- 
eston has been offered to the City 
Council and will, in all probability 
come up for reading at an early 
regular session, it should be inter­ 
esting to the general public to 
learn just what all the shouting is 
about. 
Up until recently there have 
been no restrictions to amount to 
anything placed on eating estab­ 
lishments. All that was necessary 
was for a person to find an empty 
building; pay the city license and 
open for business. Whether the 
place was kept clean, or not or 
how clean and sanitary it was 
largely dependent on the owner’s 
wishes. 
When, and if, the City Council 


passes the grading ordinance, this 
condition of affairs will come to 
an abrupt halt. Thdse eating estab­ 
lishments who comply with the 
rather stiff requirements of the 
State Board of Health, which are 
reflected in the grading ordinance, 
will remain in business and will 
be 
furnished 
conspicuous cards 
stating they are either Grade “A” 
or Grade “B” establishments. 
There is really little difference 
between the “A” and the “B” 
grade restaurants. Largely the dif­ 
ference lies in the structure o.f the 
building. Under “A” grade re­ 
quirements there have to be a cer­ 
tain type of floors, walls, ventila­ 
tion and toilet facilities, in addi­ 
tion to the rigid requirements as to 
handling and serving of the food. 
In fact to meet the “A” grade re­ 
quirements the building almost 
has to be built for restaurant pur­ 
poses. Under “B” grade require­ 
ments there are the same rigid 
specifications as to handling and 
serving of the food; the cleanliness 
of the employees, etc., but because 
many restuarants are housed in 
rented 
buildings 
or 
buildings 
where it is impossible to install 
the ventilation, lighting, etc., re­ 
quired for “A” grade places the 
requirements are relaxed on those 
items and a “B” grade card issued. 
The cleanliness, the handling 
and serving of food; the storage of 
food and the cleaning of the dishes 
and utensils are all the same in 
“B” grade places as in the “A” 
grade establishments and the pub­ 
lic can know that either an "A” or 
a “B” grade card on the wall de­ 
notes a safe, clean place to eat. 
A “C” card is merely a permit to 
operate for 30 days and if, at the 
end of that time the proprietor 
has not brought his place of build­ 
ing up to the requirements requir­ 
ed for at least a “B” card he can 
be closed up and kept closed until 
such time as he can convince the 
county health authorities his place 
of business does meet the require­ 
ments. 
Restauants, under the grading 
ordinance, would be inspected reg­ 
ularly and whenever an “A” grade 
place failed to keep up to the high 
standards required the “A” card 
could be taken away and a lower 
grade allowed. 
Grading of restaurants is gradu­ 
ally spreading all over the nation 
thanks to the work of the United 
States Public Health Service work­ 
ing with the various state boards 
of health. Tourists have long since 
learned to look for the familiar 
“A” and “B” cards and, in many

WASHINGTON (/Pi-Justice Wil­ 
liam O. Douglas today threw a le­ 
gal bar against the execution of 
atomic spies Julius and Ethel Ros­ 
enberg tomorrow, but the govern­ 
m ent promptly asked that the full 
court—in summer recess—convene 
an d strike down his action. 
Pressing for speed, Justice De­ 
partm en t lawyers made plain their 
hope was to see that the death 
sentences were carried out, if pos­ 
sible, at tomorrow night’s 9 p.m. 
(CST) appointed hour. 
An extraordinary night session 
of the high tribunal seemed pos­ 
sibly to consider what Attorney 
G eneral Brownell called Douglas’ 
‘‘unprecedented action.” 
Demand Impeachment 
In Congress, there was a demand 
for Douglas’s removal from the 
supreme bench. 
Rep. Wheeler, (D -Ga.), told the 
House he would introduce an im ­ 
peachment resolution — a state­ 
m ent that brought cheers and ap­ 
plause. 
Douglas, after a full day of 
study, granted a stay of execution 
pending court decisions on w heth­ 
er the husband-and-w ife team of 
atom spies were tried under the 
right law. 
They were accused of stealing 
atomic secrets and passing them 
to the Russians, and were tried 
under a 1917 law dealing with es­ 
pionage. 
Two lawyers who had not even 
been retained by the Rosenborgs 
argued to Douglas, however, that 
this law had been superseded by 
the 1946 Atomic Secrets Act—a 
special law covering all atomic 
matters, including atomic spying. 
This law authorizes the death pen­ 
alty after it is recommended by 
that jury after proof that the vio­ 
lation was with intent to injure 
the United States.

But he declared that the point 
of contention was of enough sub­ 
stance that it should be passed 
upon by the courts.

Just what makes Malden Air 
Base tick, and why was explained 
in some detail by J. W. Pool, of 
Dexter, assistant director of flying 
at the base, to the Kiwanis Club 
in its regular weekly dinner m eet­ 
ing at the Rustic Rock last night. 
In his talk Pool explained, first, 
the 'base is operated as the Ander­ 
son Air Activity, a civilian organi­ 
zation that has a contract for train­ 
ing pilots for the United States 
Air Force. Just exactly the same 
way as the government buys its 
planes from civilian m anufactures 
so it buys training of its pilots 
from a civilian school. 
E. M errett Anderson, of Milwau­ 
kee, is the head of the activity and 
and his first contract with the gov­ 
ernment was the training of glider 
pilots in 1942 who, later, took part 
in the invasion of Europe. Later 
he operated a school at McBride, 
Mo., similar to the Parks school 
that was operated here. 
The reasons for the air .force 
using civilian training, he said, 
were: 
First, economy. Pilots can be 
trained in these civilian schools 
at less than half the training dol­ 
lar it would cost to train them in 
the Army. And with the govern­ 
ment economy minded this is a 
big factor. Economy, said Pool, is 
as big a weapon as any troops we 
could put in the field because the 
Communists have repeatedly de­ 
clared “We will force the United 
States to spend itself to destruc­ 
tion” and every dollar that can 
be saved in training is another 
weapon against the Reds. 
Second, safety is a big factor. 
It is a proven fact, said Pool, civil­ 
ian pilots are safer than army 
pilots in training work. They have 
set at Malden, he said, terrific 


records of safety. There were no 
fatalitcs at the base from Sept. 
1951 to Feb. 1953. He asked the 
clubmen 
to imagine 800 pilots, 
flying 16 million miles at 135 miles 
per hour without a fatality. Ali 
the students at Malden are trained 
with the safety idea uppermost. 
Only about half the original air 
base at Malden has been re-acti­ 
vated, he said, because Anderson 
had found that was all that was 
needed. About 800 persons are em ­ 
ployed there and as far as possible 
local people are used and 
are 
trained on the job. Preference is 
given to veterans where possible. 
Included in the group are some 35 
from Sikeston. he said. The base 
has a monthly payroll of around 
$300,000. for the employees alone, 
not including the pay of the stu­ 
dents. 
About 
$3,000,000.00 
was 
spent lor supplies the first year 
of its operation but this is gradu­ 
ally being reduced 
as 
the 
Air 
Forces channels supplies in. The 
base does not belong to Anderson 
Everything belongs to the Air­ 
force even down to the pencils 
used by the clerks. The only mili­ 
tary personnel, he went on. are 
some 70 officers and men including 
a flight surgeon and military pilots. 
The latter check the progress of 
the students to make certain the 
training being given by the civil­ 
ians is up to requirements. 
The students are being taught to 
be officers as well as pilots and 
the military personnel take care 
of that part of the training. 
About 80 percent of the students 
at Malden have never been up in 
a plane before they come there, 
he went on, and they all start from 
scratch.

An extraordinary night session 
of the high tribunal seemed pos­ 
sibly to consider what Attorney 
General Brownell called Douglas’ 
‘‘unprecedented action.” 
Demand Impeachment 
In Congress, there was a demand 
for Douglas’s removal from the 
supreme bench. 
Rep. Wheeler, (D-Ga.), told the 
House he would introduce an im­ 
peachment resolution — a state­ 
ment that brought cheers and ap­ 
plause. 
Douglas, after a full day of 
study, granted a stay of execution 
pending court decisions on wheth­ 
er the husband-and-wife team of 
atom spies were tried under the 
right law. 
They were accused of stealing 
atomic secrets and passing them 
to the Russians, and were tried 
under a 1917 law dealing with es­ 
pionage. 
Two lawyers who had not even 
been retained by the Rosenborgs 
argued to Douglas, however, that 
this law' had been superseded by 
the 1946 Atomic Secrets Act— a 
special law’ covering all atomic 
matters, including atomic spying. 
This law authorizes the death pen­ 
alty after it is recommended by 
that jury after proof that the vio­ 
lation was with intent to injure 
the United States. 
Douglas did 
not 
rule 
as

But he declared that the point 
of contention was of enough sub­ 
stance that it should be passed 
upon by the courts.

Jeering Shriekers Ask

B E R L IN (/P)— W ild revolt against 
the Communist government ex­ 
ploded in East Berlin today and 
spread like wildfire to the sur­ 
rounding Russian zone. 
Soviet troops and Communist 
police were unable to stop the 
marching workers moving on the 
regime’s headquarters and shortly 
before noon the downtown area 
was clogged with 50,000 rioters 
demanding the Russians leave, the 
Communists go with them, and all 
Germany be united by free, secret 
elections. 
The entire Russian sector of the 
city was paralyzed. One demon­ 
strator was run over and killed by 
a Soviet armored car, one of a 
convoy of a half dozen which pa- 
troled with two tanks and several 
troop carriers. 
Gunfire Was Heard 
Gunfire was heard for the first 
time just before noon, a few shots 
in the vicinity of Alexanderplatz 
that sounded like carbines. ’Hicre 
wras an unconfirmed report also 
that tw’O rioters were killed. 
The march on government head­ 
quarters started with 10,000 work­ 
ers, -swelled to 30,000 by mid­ 
morning, and then the nearby Sov­ 
iet zone joined the fray.

Kitchen pluming is really a matter 
of putting the available space to work 
in the most efficient way possible, and 
choosing the right range for your kitch­ 
en is more than a matter of personal 
preference.

what dealers and manufacturers refer 
to as a "stripped" model—that is, it 
does not have deluxe features such as 
automatic oven timers, minute timers, 
lights, or other special features, and 
the size of the oven is, of necessity, 
smaller than the others. 
But a range as small as 24 inches 
can be purchased with all of the de­ 
luxe features of the full-size 39 or 40- 
inch range, with a full-sized oven and 
standard surface cooking units which 
are spaced to accommodate large pots 
and pans. 
Here are some examples of how 
replacement of the range can lead to 
a better kitchen plan. 


FLAN 1 


In this instance a small-sized range with deluxe features was more suitable 
»1^w a full-sized range. When this young couple moved into their new home, 
the only place they could put their new laundry equipment was in the kitchen. 
And part of the kitchen had to be reserved for their dining area. 
Plan 1 shows what happened when they installed the laundry equipment. 
To provide the necessary floor space, all base cabinets had to be removed, and 
(here was no place to store large pots and pans. 
Plan 2 shows good kitchen planning. The Full-size range was taken out and 
replaced by a 24-inch model, which gave the homemaker all of the cooking 
convenience of her old range.

But what looked like their "dream kitchen'’ (Plan 3), with 
every convenience and every piece of equipment they would ever want, soon 
proved to be not much less than a nightmare.

surface units presented a safety hazard. Handles of pots and pans protruded 
into the passageway connecting the cooking and dining areas, and there was 
always the danger of scalding liquids spilling on the floor or burning passersby. 
This homemaker found that she could replace her present range with a 24-

cabinet placed next to the range to prevent accidents (Plan 4). In addition, she 
was able to have her own choice of extra storage space right at the range and 
die cooking units were in a more convenient, central location.
